Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a ball given quantity supply apparatus, classified in 
class 29, subclass 724. 

II. Claims 15-19, drawn to a method (and apparatus) for assembling a ball 
screw apparatus, classified in class 29, subclass 898.03.

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does

806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because; the ball screw can be assembled 
without use of the ball given supply apparatus. The subcombination has separate utility 

such as for supplying balls to other ball bearing devices, e.g., rotary ball bearings.
